son on Bridge strest. Soon after Presi.
dent Lincoln's call for troops, he anlisted

Eighty-third Pennsylvanin Volunteers,
sarviog with distinction In every eugage-
ment in which his regiment participated,
until the battle at Malvern Hill, Virginia,
where he received & wound in the arm
whileh rendered him unfit for furtlier ser-
vive, and he was honorably discharged.
On January 8, 1866, he was united in
marriage with Miss Susan Bixhy, of
Hartfiold, N, Y., who with one adopted
son survives him, Thirty-nine years ngo
last month they moved to Oshorne coun-
Ly, Kaosas, where e seoured o soldler's
allotment of valuabile farm land, upon
which they settled and prospersd almost
beyond thele tondest expectations, The
good people of the new bhome county of
Lix adoption, snon realizing his sterling
honesty nod ability honored hin by
olecting Lilm to the luerstive office of
County Treasurer for a period of foor
years. Asthe years rolled by snd the
ravages of war began o tell upon his
former robust constitution, thay leit the
furm und moved to Downs, where they
have since rosided.
